Once  in  America,  with  the  desire  for  further  education  still  burn- 
ing within  him,  it  was  but  natural  that  he  soon  found  a  way  to 
continue  his  studies,  attending  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary 
and  later  graduating  with  high  honors  from  the  Theological  Semin- 
arv  (Presbyterian)  at  Bloomrield,  N.  J.  He  served  as  a  regular 
minister  for  about  ten  years.  Like  many  others,  believing  he  had 
a  message  for  the  people,  he  went  upon  the  lecture  platform  and 
has  devoted  all  his  time  to  lecturing  and  the  study  of  social  con- 
ditions for  the  past  four  years.  His  many  addresses  before  national 
conventions  gained  for  him  recognition  as  one  of  the  big  men  in 
the  industrial  peace  movement  which  necessarily  commands  so  much 
of  our  attention.  He  was  the  originator  of  Mental  Antidote 
Literature.

Millions  were  thrilled  indeed,  when  the  news 
came  from  Washington,  that  a  Committee, 
appointed  by  our  President  had  submitted  to 
Congress  and  the  people  in  general  a  "scheme 
of  life"  from  birth  to  death.  Some  definite  blue- 
print for  a  life  of  security  for  all,  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave. 

How  alluring.  How  could  any  man  help  but 
welcome  such  Utopian  plan,  which  would  bring 
us  the  millenium,  the  Golden  Age? 

But:  upon  close  examination  it  could  only 
be  taken  seriously  by  those  who  look  at  this 
world  through  a  keyhole  of  their  own  biased 
opinion  i.  e.,  those  who  have  never  seen  the 
world  and  humanity  as  it  really  IS  but  who 
think  that  the  world  is  as  they  see  it  or  as  they 
would  like  it  to  be. 

Every  architect  knows  that,  in  drawing  up 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  contemplated 
building,  he  must  embody  two  provisions, 
namely :  that  first  class  material  shall  be  used 
and  first  class  workmanship  shall  be  employed. 
Without  these  two  as  pre-requisites,  his  plans, 
be  they  ever  so  ideal  can  not  be  carried  out. 

While  studying  this  "Cradle  to  Grave  Plan" 
we  were  reminded  of  a  heart  to  heart  talk  we

Let  us  be  wise  then  and  before  drawing  up 
plans  for  a  carefree  and  100  per  cent  secured 
world,  produce  the  kind  and  type  of  human  ma- 
terial which  will  make  such  IDEAL  State  and 
"Scheme  of  Life"  possible  and  workable. 

We  feel  that  the  authors  of  this  "CRADLE 
to  GRAVE"  plan,  are  guilty  of  that  typical 
error  of  most  humanitarian  geniuses,  who 
judged  others  by  themselves  and  who  took  it 
for  granted  that  others  would  do  just  what 
they  themselves  would  do  under  certain  con- 
ditions—but they  WON'T.

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Why  The  New  Deal  FAILED 


Let  us  be  honest  with  ourselves  and  admit 
that  the  so  called  "NEW  DEAL"  in  toto  has 
failed. 

In  many  respects  it  was  like  that  proverbial 
remedy  which  turned  out  to  be  worse  than  the 
disease  it  was  supposed  to  cure. 

The  "NEW  DEAL"  was  doomed  to  failure 
due  to  miscarriage  of  Justice  before  it  came 
into  being,  a  "miscarriage". 

The  point  of  view,  the  starting  point  and 
ways  and  means  were  wrong. 

Intentions  of  the  authors  were  all  right  but 
their  judgment  was  poor. 

Instead  of  being  a  NEW  and  BETTER 
DEAL  it  turned  out  to  be  a  RAW  DEAL. 

Instead  of  protecting  labor  AGAINST 
wrong  it  was  used  as  a  subterfuge  for  some 
misleaders  to  DO  WRONG. 

But: 

That  can  not  be  JUSTICE  for  one 

Which  results  in  an  INJUSTICE  to  others. 

That  can  not  be  SECURITY  for  one 

Which  results  in  INSECURITY  to  others 

That  cannot  be  RIGHT  for  one 

Which  inflicts  a  WRONG  upon  others. 

HOPELESS  STRUGGLE 

Just  as  that  mythological  Goddess  ERIS 
started  a  hopeless  struggle  when  she  threw 
that  golden  apple  of  discord  among  the  wed- 
ding guests — so  some  NEW  DEALERS  start- 
ed a  hopeless  struggle  and  waged  a  ten  years' 
CLASS  WAR  of  the  "man  who  has  not" 
against  "the  man  who  has" — (as  stated  by 
Basil  Brewer  in  his  "THE  GRAPES  of  the 
President's  Wrath")  and 

Instead  of  building  a  bridge  over  any  chasm, 
that  kept  men  apart,  they  widened  it  with  a 
propaganda  of  distrust  and  ill-will,  by  appeal- 
ing to  passions  and  prejudices,  instead  of  ap- 
pealing to  reason  and  good  judgment. 

Though  unquestionably  born  out  of  the  big 
heart  of  some  real  "friends  of  men",  it  could 
not  hope  to  succeed  in  the  long  run,  because 
it  tried  to  do  what  Almighty  God  himself  could 
not  do  i.  e.,  make  things  of  the  past  UNDONE 
and  save  some  people  from  reaping  what  they 
had  sown  and  help  some  people  to  reap  what 
they  had  NOT  sown.

All  too  many  mental  misfits  were  placed  in 
charge  and  put  into  high  places  who  proved  by 
their  very  acts  that  they  were  small  men  in 
big  places,  for  they  were  incapable  of  thinking 
BIG  and  NATIONALLY. 

Many  must  have  lost  all  sense  of  proportion 
and  proper  perspective  and  by  usurping  dic- 
tatorial powers  and  issuing  tyrannical  decrees 
defying  all  sense  of  justice  and  fair  play, 
they  proved  that  they  must  have  been  drunk 
with  power  and  intoxicated  with  authority. 

Many  of  them  failed  to  recognize  that  a 
close  analysis  of  the  real  "Problem  of  Labor" 
proves  beyond  doubt,  that  it  originally  was 
and  fundamentally  still  is  a  MORAL  QUES- 
TION, which  no  law  of  man  can  solve. 

And  after  all  has  been  said: 

There  must  first  of  all  be  a  "Nation",  yea,  a 
WORLD  WIDE  awakening  of  the  Public 
Conscience,  a  Spiritual  REVIVAL  and  a 
Moral  regeneration,  before  there  can  be  any 
real  economic  recovery. 

And  to  that  end  we  do  NOT  need  NEW 
LAWS  but  a  NEW  SPIRIT. 

We  do  not  need  a  change  of  court  or  change 
of  the  FORM  of  Government — 

But  a  CHANGE  of  the  HUMAN  HEART, 
that  is  a  return  to  applied  Religion,  which 
means : 

BACK  TO  GOD. 

BACK  to  eternal  TRUTHS. 

BACK  to  fundamental  JUSTICE. 

BACK  to  PRACTICAL  RELIGION. 

Back  to  that  old  fashioned  SQUARE  DEAL 
with  distinct  understanding,  that  there  are 
FOUR  sides  to  a  square  and  then:  The  IN- 
SIDE". 

There  can  be,  there  will  be,  No  real  recov- 
ery, no  security,  no  progress,  no  prosperity 
with  real  genuine  lasting  Happiness  without  it. 
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SAFETY  and  SECURITY  for  ALL 


Before  planning  safety  and  security  for  all, 
let  us  be  aware  of  the  fact,  that  we  may  pass 
laws  and  insure  and  protect  a  man  against  any- 
thing and  everything  except  against  HIMSELF 

A  machine  can  be  made  fool  proof,  but 
man  himself  can  NOT. 

Speaking  of  safety  and  security,  may  we 
ask : 

HOW  can  there  be  security  for  LABOR 

Unless  there  is  reasonable  security  for  man- 
agement? 

HOW  can  there  be  safety  for  the  wage 
earner — 

Unless  there  is  safety  for  the  wage  payer? 
Therefore : 

Let  us  make  it  safe  for  labor  to  invest  its 
skill. 

Let  us  make  it  safe  for  Capital  to  invest 
its  money. 

Let  us  make  it  safe  for  men  of  energy  and 
enterprise  to  invest  their  experience  and 
executive  ability  and  USE  their  initiative 
for  the  benefit  of  all  and  thus : 

Let  us  make  it  SAFE  and  worth  while 
for  all. 

BUT:  How  can  there  be  safety  and  secur- 
ity for  the  responsible  Executives,  when  they 
know,  that  they  may  expect  that  at  any  time, 
after  all  risky  pioneer  ground  work  has  been 
done, 

That  some  irresponsible  partners  will  be 
forced  upon  them  who  demand  equal  rights 
and  authority,  without  assuming  equal  duties 
and  responsibilities?  That  is :  men  who  demand 
a  share  in  all  profits  but  not  willing  to  share 
risks  and  losses? 

All  such  misunderstanding  is  due  to  the  er- 
roneous idea  of  some  short-sighted  labor  lead- 
ers or  quack  economists,  who  misled  workers 
into  believing  that  mere  joining  an  organiza- 
tion was  a  MAGIC  KEY,  which  enabled  them 
to  acquire  overnight  enough  knowledge  and 
wisdom  to  become  a  part  of  the  business  brains 
without  any  special  training  for  the  job.

Collective  inexperience  does  not  result  in 
wisdom  and  experience.

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A  BRITISH  STATESMAN  SPEAKS 

When  we  think  of  all  the  confusion  and 
misunderstanding  caused  by  misapplying  New 
Deal  Ideas,  we  wish  that  the  NEW  DEAL- 
ERS and  now  advocators  of  the  CRADLE  TO 
GRAVE  scheme  of  life  could  have  listened 
in  to  a  chat  we  had  at  the  "Ministry  of  Labour" 
a  few  years  ago,  while  in  London  on  a  trip 
to  study  Labor  legislation  of  various  countries 
and  their  effect  in  the  long  run.

There 
are  right  now,"  he  continued,  "many  hundred 
thousand  workmen,  mostly  skilled  mechanics 
and  artisans,  walking  the  streets  of  London, 
Liverpool,  Manchester,  etc.,  out  of  employ- 
ment, idle,  non-productive." 

"At  the  same  time  there  are  millions  of 
pounds  of  English  gold  lying  in  the  vaults  of 
the  Bank  of  England,  waiting  for  investment, 
that  is:  capital,  also  non-productive." 

"WHAT  ARE  THEY  WAITING  FOR?" 

"England  is  in  need  of  and  is  waiting  for  a 
few  courageous  leaders,  strong  men,  captains 
and  pilots,  pioneers  and  business  builders  who 
will  lead  us  out  of  the  storm.

For :  We  must  become  a  nation  of  strong 
men,  who  can  govern  themselves  collectively, 
after  our  citizens  have  learned  to  govern,  con- 
trol and  master  themselves  individually. 

We  are  indeed  faced  with  a  wholesale  job 
in  which  we  can  only  hope  to  succeed  if  we 
start  in  a  retail  way. 

We  can  pass  laws  to  insure  and  protect  a 
man  against  anything  and  everything,  except 
against  HIMSELF. 

For  that  reason  let  us  add  that  SIXTH  Free- 
dom for  those  who  now  are  not  really  free  men 
but  who  are  their  own  slaves,  i.  e.,  slaves  of 
passions  and  appetites. 

This  leads  us  back  to  the  fundamental  truth 
that:  the  REAL  problem  of  mankind  is 
MORAL,  on  the  "INSIDE"  and  not  economic 
or  political  on  the  "OUTSIDE".

Do  the  People  KNOW? 

While  recognizing  Public  Sentiment  and 
Public  Opinion  as  the  most  powerful  construc- 
tive factors  in  the  life  and  destiny  of  a  city, 
state  or  nation,  providing  the  people  know  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the 
truth — 

We  also  do  know,  that  the  PEOPLE  would 
take  an  entirely  different  attitude  in  any  con- 
troversy where  wages  and  profits  are  involved, 
if  they  only  KNEW  and  fully  understood  that: 
Any  artificial  increases  in  wages  do  NOT 
come  out  of  the  profits  of  the  Employer  but 
out  of  the  pocket  of  the  Buyer — and  if  the  costs 
are  too  high,  the  people  will  not  buy. 
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DO  THE  PEOPLE  UNDERSTAND? 


Just  as  all  too  many  people  do  not  KNOW 
who  really  pays  and  determines  the  wages — 
there  are  all  too  many  who  do  not  understand 
WHO  really  is  the  Employer? 

There  is  no  use  denying  the  fact,  that  it 
takes  at  least  three  forces  to  run  an  Industry, 

1st:  LABOR  to  carry  out  the  detail  work 
and  under  wise  leadership  and  prudent 
management  create  values. 

2nd:  Capital  (i.e.  savings  or  former  earnings 
NOT  spent  or  dissipated)  to  carry  on  the 
work  until  finished  products  are  sold  and 
paid  for. 

3rd :  Executive  and  Business  ability  of  at 
least  ONE  man. 

These  three  forces  must  cooperate,  that  is 
work  FOR  and  WITH  each  other. 

Neither  can  succeed  without  the  other  and, 
as  Bishop  Spalding  said : 

Quote:  If  labor  is  not  directed  by  ABILITY 
it  is  sterile  —  the  notion  that  those  who  work 
with  their  hands  are  the  sole  producers  of 
wealth — is  a  fallacy  which  should  deceive  no 
one.  (unquote) 

Less  than  5%  of  the  employers  are  the  real 
CAPITALISTS— 

WHO  then,  is  the  employer?  He  is  gen- 
erally the  "Third  Party",  i.e.,  The  Man  Inside. 
The  man  who  must  borrow  capital  to  keep  his 
enterprise  going.  The  man  who  must  be  will- 
ing to  work  the  hardest,  the  longest  hours, 

The  man  who  must  be  willing  to  assume  all 
responsibility,  run  all  risks — 

The  man  who  will  get  ALL  the  blame  if 
things  go  wrong — 

The  man  who  gets  little  credit  if  things 
go  right — for 

SO  IT  GOES 

If  an  employer  after  years  of  hard  pioneering 
work  and  worry,  finally  succeeds  and  makes 
money — the  employees  made  it  for  him. 

BUT:  if  he  loses  all  he  has  (through  no 
fault  of  his  own)— that  is  his  OWN  FAULT. 
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LET  US  TRUST  THE  PEOPLE 


We  can  trust  our  people,  if  they  know  the 
TRUTH, 

But  we  are  afraid  of  the  people  if  they  do 
NOT  know  the  truth. 

We  can  have  confidence  in  our  people,  when 
sober  with  reason. 

But  we  have  reason  to  FEAR  the  same  peo- 
ple when  DRUNK  with  passion. 

Let  us  TRUST  our  people,  take  them  into 
our  confidence. 

Let  us  stop  befuddling  the  minds  of  the 
people  and  befogging  the  real  issues  with  new 
catchwords,  nobody  could  define  or  with  beau- 
tiful phrases  that  do  not  mean  anything.
